Is  in  loroe  in  onis  Borough  and  I  regret  to  say  that  our 
oiU  of  health  t^nls  year  in  respeot  of  Zymotio  Diseases  is  not  a  olaar 
one,  three  cases  having  oesn  notified.  One  of  iLnteric  y'ever  oy  iny  Ooi- 
-league  (iv|r  A.O.heroert)  and  one  of  Diphtheria  and  one  of  Soariet  bever 
Dy  Mr  S. lA^'^ooiiett  ;  In  each  oase  every  precaution  was  ooserved  to 
prevent  any  spread  of  the  disease  and  1  an  happy  to  say  that  no  other 
cases  occurred.  Aii  three  patients  did  weli.  I  will  refer  briefly  to 
the  probable  cause  of  each. 


fciNTfchlO  The  patient  was  a  young  oian  of  16  years,  a  native  of 

the  place,  named  Oharies  y'oitcard  by  occupation  a  sweep  ;  he  stated  tnat 
a  few  days  before  the  attao'tt  conmenoed  he  had  a  long  country  journey 
to  perform  and  getting  very  heated  and  thirsty, had  drunk  some  dirty 
ditch  water.  Thes  appeared  to  be  the  only  attrioutaoie  cause,  a  careful 
investigation  of  his  premises  at  home  and  or  the  water  he  Labituaily 
drank  tailed  to  supply  any  otner  clue.  The  nouse  was  well  supplied  with 
disinfectant  and  all  excreta  were  buried  after  oeing  first  disinfected. 

Diphtheria.  It  was  satisfactorily  proved  that  the  patient,  who  had 
just  come  from  London, must  have  contracted  the  disease  oefore  nis  ar-

to  resort  to  legal  pressure.
